eral kinds of luscious new strawber­ 
ries, were showered with petals of 
roses from which a Long Island flor­ 
ist declares he has sold over $100,000 
worth of plants and flowers by follow­ 
ing Mr. Burbank's advice on hybridiz­ 
ing. 


"Finally our brains would hold no 
more and we began to doubt the tes­

thornless 
cactus, 
which one scientist says is of as much

growth. The spineless cactus responds 
phenomenally to cultivation 
it has 
no parallel in the history of cultivated 
plants. 
It produces tremendous ton­ 
nage, requires no irrigation, is an ex­ 
cellent bedding for hogs, 
chickens,

It has no insect or 
fungus enemies.

The quan­ 
tity of cocoa, or cacao, imported In 
1912 is practically three times as great 
as in 1902, a decade earlier, while tea 
imports show an increase of but 20 
per cent, and those of coffee are act­ 
ually less than in 1902, the compari­ 
sons being for the nine months end­ 
ing 
with 
September 
of the years 
named. 


This rapid increase in importations 
of cocoa has brought the United States 
to first rank in the consumption of 
that article, the present consumption, 
based upon the net imports of the cal­ 
endar year 1911, 
being 
130,000,000 
pounds, compared with 112,000,000 for 
Germany, 60,000,000 for France* and 
56.000.000 for the United Kingdom, 
out of a world consumption of ap­ 
proximately 500,000.000 pounds. 
Of 
the world’s imported coffee the United 
States is also the largest consumer, 
the net imports last year having been 
796.000.000 
pounds, 
compared 
with 


404.000.000 for Germany, 245,000,000 
for France, 28,000.000 for the United 
Kingdom, and 26,000,000 for Russia. 
In imports of tea, however, the United 
States ranks third, her total imports 
of that article, 100,000,000 pounds, be­ 
ing exceeded by those of the United 
Kingdom, 
294,000,000 
pounds, 
and 
those of Russia, 155,000,000 pounds. 
Germany’s tea imports for consump­ 
tion in 1911 amounted to but 8,000,000 
pounds, and those of France 3,000,000 
pounds. 


Most of the cocoa imported Into the 
United States is produced in the West 
Indies, Central and South America. 
Of the 131,000,000 pounds imported in 
the first nine months of 1912, 31,000,- 
000 pounds were from British West 
Indies, 28,000,000 from Santo Domin­ 
go, 20,000,000 from Ecuador, and 12,- 
000,000 from Brazil; while 20,000,000 
pounds were credited to Portugal and 
7,500,000 pounds to the United King­ 
dom, though, in fact, produced in cer­ 
tain of their colonies. 


Brazil is the chief source of our im­ 
ported coffee, having supplied 435,- 
000,000 pounds out of a total of 651,- 
000,000 pounds imported in the nine 
months ended with September, 1912, 
compared with 55,000,000 from Colom­ 
bia, 37,500,000 from Venezuela, 37,- 
000,000 from the Central American 
American states, 29,000,000 from Mex­ 
ico and less than 60,000,000 pounds 
from all other countries, including 42,- 
000,000 pounds imported from Europe. 


Japan usually supplies about one- 
half of the tea consumed in the United 
States, though in the current year the 
proportion imported from that coun­ 
try is somewhat less than one-half. 
Of the 67,000,000 pounds of tea Im­ 
ported In the nine months under re­ 
view, 29,000,000 pounds were from Ja-

Illiteracy in the United States has 
decreased during the last decade from 
10.7 to 7.5 per cent., according to sta­ 
tistics just given out by the census 
bureau. 
That the decrease has not 


j been even more marked is due to the 
f heavy Immigration in the last ten 
years. 


An illiterate in the eyes of the cen­ 
sus bureau is a person of ten years or 
over who cannot write, regardless of 
his or her ability to ead. The number 
of illiterates in the United States in 
1910, when the last census was taken, 
was 5,516,693, as compared to 6,180,- 
069 Jn 1900—a decrease of about 600,- 
000. 
And a decrease of about 800,- 
frora the figures of 1890. 


Compared with most countries of 
Europe and South America, the United 
States has a record of which it may 
well be proud. In Austria the percent­ 
age of illiteracy was 26.2 in 19U0, the 
latest figures available. In European 
Russia, 70 per cent, of t£e population 
ten years old or over was illiterate in 
1897; in Greece the percentage w'as 
57.2; in Spain in 1900, 58.7; in Italy 
in 1900, 48.2; in Canada the percent­ 
age among the people five years old or 
over was 17.1 in 1901; in Mexico the 
percentage among 
persons 
eleven 
years old and over wTas 75.3. 


But the United States has not equal- 
the records of some of the more en­ 
lightened European countries in wip­ 
ing out illiteracy. Among Scandinav 
jfijxA it has become so rare that it Is

That partially dried peat can be 
collected as powder at less than 25 
cents a ton, by doing the work on a 
large scale, is the view expressed by 
Dr. J. McWilliam, who has been ex­ 
perimenting several years near Lon­ 
don, Ont. 
The surface, of the bog is 
broken up with a harrow, the mois­ 
ture in the loosened material is quick­ 
ly reduced by sun and wind to 25 to 
50 per cent., and the drier portion is 
then sucked up as powder by a suc­ 
tion fan collector, operating like a 
vacuum cleaner. 
The harrowing and 
dust collecting may be made to har­ 
vest powdered peat at a single opera­ 
tion, instead of the usual digging, 
stacking, carting and grinding. 
Part 
of the dust proved a cheap and effi­ 
cient fuel for generating steam, but 
as it was not all fine enough and grind­ 
ing was a troublesome process, its use 
was abandoned for the abundant wood 
of the locality. 
With a satisfactory 
method of grinding, the experimenter 
states that he would return to peat 
dust fuel 
for steam 
raising, 
even 
where other fuel is so plentiful. 
A 
ton of soft coal is usually rated as 
the equivalent of a ton and four-fifths 
of peat, but in recent trials in Europe, 
the cooling of the 
boilers by 
the 
greater amount of air required for the 
perfect combustion of the coal caused 
a loss that made the peat dust nearly 
equal in efficiency to an equal weight 
of coal.

texture that make it yield $1.000 an 
acre the first year after planting. 


"We saw new flowers in the making, 
new vegetables almost ready to be 
given to the world. 
We tasted sev- 
eral kinds of luscious new strawber- 
ries, were showered with petals of 
roses from which a Long Island flor- 
ist declares he has sold over ?100,000 
worth of plants and flowers by follow- 
ing Mr. Burbank's advice on hybridiz- 
ing. 


"Finally our brains would hold no 
more and we began to doubt the tes- 
timony of our sense when he showed 
us his latest 
and 
most 
wonderful 
achievement—the 
thornless 
cactus, 
which one scientist says is of as much 
importance as the discovery of a new 
continent' 
I did not dare set down 
in my notebook all that I heard him 
tell about this wonderful plant, so I 
simply followed him about eating the 
thornless 
fruit( which 
alone 
was 
enough to make one forget everything 
but its delicious flavor, while his ex- 
planations and 
figures 
soared above 
my ability to comprehend or record. 


"But the next day I returned, pored 
over his books and records and ac- 
quired facts about this plant, which is 
destined doubtless 
to 
redeem 
the 
desert. 
He noticed tho small spiny 
cactus that had been considered not 
only worthless, but a positive pest, and 
made it produce a fruit that resembles 
the watermelon in Juiciness with a 
flavor 
reminiscent 
of 
pineapples, 
strawberries and pears. 
After this 
delicious crop is gathered the plant is 
used for feeding stock of all kinds. 
Corn, under favorable circumstances, 
will produce approximately one and a 
half tons of food an acre, alfalfa as 
much as five tons an acre and the 
Burbank spineless cactus will harvest 


200 tons to an acre. 


It can produce $1.200 worth of de- 
natured alcohol an acre, as against 
$35 worth from Indian corn. 
The cac- 
tus pear, as the fruit is called, can be 
grown at much less expense than it 
takes to produce oranges; 
there Is 
never a crop failure and the market 
price equals that of the cranage. They 
make excellent jelly,- jam, sirup, and 
the juice of the crimson variety makes 
a wholesome permanent food coloring. 
When planted eight feet 
apart 
the 
plants will nearly p e e t in two seasons' 
growth. The spineless cactus responds 
phenomenally 
to cultivation—it 
has 
no parallel in the history of cultivated 
plants. 
It produces tremendous ton- 
nage. requires no Irrigation, is an ex- 
cellent bedding for bogs, 
chickens, 
sheep and goats. 
It has no Insect or 
fungus enemies. 
One planting is am- 
ple for repeated cuttings."

M a n y Tragedies EHiring: T h e Year 


Eighteen tragediee, resulting in the 
death of nineteen persons, occurred in 
Adams county during the year 1912, Of 
this list of violent deaths, thieo were sui- 
cide«, three burned to death, several were 
the result 
ot driving 
accidents, 
five 
drowned, while the remainder met other 
tragic ends. Several unsuccessful attempt« 
at suicide, the deaths of former residente 
of the county who were killed elsewhere 
are not included in the following list 


The first tragedy of the year occurred 
near East Berhn on January 14, when 
Ervin H. Myers had his skull crushed 
while cutting down a tree. 


February 11, Mrs. G. W. Steinour, of 
Gettysburg, was fatally burned while 
thawing out water pipes with a coal oil 
torch. 


The following day Miss Jane Collini 
burned to death while alone in her homo 
near Bonneauville. 


Two days after <(iis occurrence Elias 
Steinour was burned to death in a fire 
which consumed the house of Mrs. Keck- 
ler along the Taneytown road near Get- 
tysburg. 


On March 20, James Herley, of Maria 
Furnace, committed suicide by shooting 
himself after making an unsuccessful at- 
tempt on the life of Bernice Carbaugh, a 
former sweetheart 
Herley died shortly 
after inflicting bis own injuries. 


Two weeks later, on April 3, Charles 
Rote was killed in the Biglerville cold 
storage plant. 


The body of Jacob C, Wagner, of M t 
Pleaeant township, was found not far from 
his home on April 15, after apparently 
having been exposed for several days. 


Mrs. Kate Latshaw, aged 85 years, of 
East Berlin, was found in the Conewago 
creek on May IS. 


Saturday. July 6, Clement, 12 year-old 
son of Joseph Carbaugh, was crushed to 
death under many tons ol dirt in his 
grandfather's shale quarry, at Berlin 
Junction. 


Sunday, July 7, the quarry pond at Bit- 
tinger was the scene of a double drown- 
ing when George Gordon, of Hanover, got 
beyond his depth while wading in the 
pond and Eugene Rife, of Midway, tried 
to rescue him, both men going down. 


Another tragedy took place at Bitting- 
er on July 29 when Cornelius Hugh, a 
laborer at the lime kilns, was struck by a 
loaded runaway ear which jumped from 
the incline and killed him instantly. 


Morris Moul, aged 17, a resident of Ab* 
bottstov/n, was killed on the evening of 
August 12 when he rode his bicycle into a 
team driven by George Lochman. 


Fairfield was the scene of a sad drown- 
ing on September 24 when John W. Bupp, 
the year old son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Bupp, fell down a cellar way and drown- 
ed in some water which had accumulated 
there. 


The last suicide of the year occurred 
September 30 when Augustus Peters, of 
Hamiltonban township, loaded his pock- 
ets with stones and juuiped into an eigh- 
teen foot pool at the copper mines. 


Michael Sullivan, a tramp, was killed 
when struck by a Western Maryland train 
near Bittinger on October 18. 


Harry Reese, a 16-year-old boy of near 
Fairfield, died November 5, two hours 
after he sustained a tractured skull when 
ho was thrown from a team. 


Three weeks later, on November 26, S, 
F. King, a Western Maryland freight 
brakeman was found dead on top of the 
tender of his train. 
It is supposed that 
he was struck by an overhead bridge be- 
tween New Oxford and Bittinger. 


November28 George March, the Hamp- 
ton merchant, accidentally shot himself 
while on a tree in Buchanan Valley on a 
deer hunting expedition, 


John Moose, of near Biglerville, was 
kicked in the head by his horse on the 
night of Dec, 15, dying early on the morn- 
of the 16th in the (^hambersburg hospital.

Mrs, Mary Jane Noel, who in thespring 
of 1911 removed with her sou, Leo, from 
this place to Hanover, was on Tuesday 
removed to Mt. Hope Sanitarium, near 
Baltimore, by Rev, Fr.

Noel, and daughter of the late Henry 
Felix, had spent her entire life here, up 
m the time of removing to Hanover, and 
was a very pious and charitable woman 
toward her church. 
She was one of the 
first teachers in the local parochial school.
